Neumann said she hopes this program 
will help make information about AIDS 
available to people, but she would like feed- 
back from students. ‘‘We don’t want to 
force the education upon anyone,”’ she 
said.

In March of 1987, the department receiv- 
ed the maximum national accreditation 
from the National League for Nursing. 
Lisa McCarthy, R.N., M.S.N., is a 
graduate of the first nursing class at Clarke. 
She is now director of clinical practice at 
St. Joseph's Hospital in Elgin, Ill. McCar- 
thy said, “It's tragic that the profession is 
losing such a fine program. We're facing 
a health care crisis with this nursing shor- 
tage. With all the four-year Programs clos- 
ing, it’s forcing prospective students into 
two-year programs, where nurses just

Health Services Director Julie Hemmer, 
who is running the film presentation, said 
its purpose is to ‘‘educate students on the 
facts’’ of AIDS. ‘‘We want people to realize 
that it is a real issue,” she said. 


The first film is ‘‘A Letter From Brian’’ by 
the American Red Cross. The film is a story 
about a young woman who discovers the 
person with whom she had a physical rela- 
tionship has AIDS. 


The second film, ‘AIDS and Reducing 
the Risks” by Richard Keeling, M.D., is 
from the American College Health Associa- 
tion and is more fact-oriented, Hemmer 


said. 


After the films there will be a panel 
discussion to answer questions. The panel 
will consist of Hemmer, counselor Jean Tif- 
fany and Kathy Carr of campus ministry.

; Junior nursing student Kristine Berg said 
In regard to why she picked a four-year 
degree over NITI’s program, ‘‘I'm going to 
school for a profession not a job. | want to 
advance and help my profession; the only 
way you can do that is to have a B.S.N.” 

Dunn said, ‘‘The problem is complicated 
by more opportunities for women such as 
M.D.’s, and the lack of perceived prestige 
and compensation for B.S.N.’s.” 

McCarthy agreed. “Nursing has no one 

to blame but itself for its image problem. 
However, things are really changing. You 
will be seeing differences in starting 
salaries between two- and four-year degree 
nurses. And really, there is no better time 
to be a nurse than right now. Because of 
the shortage, we have a great deal of 
power; the hospital cannot exist without us. 
| sincerely hope Clarke did everything it 
could, marketing and recruiting-wise, 
before it threw in the towel.” 
_ This is a sore spot for sophomore nurs- 
ing student Gib Rave who attended NITI 
last year. ‘‘I’ll bet that half of the 80 peo- 
ple in their [NITI’s] program and all the peo- 
ple on the waiting list to get into their nurs- 
ing program don't even know that Clarke 
has a nursing program. | found it by acci- 
dent, and | live in Dubuque.

Berg agreed. ‘‘I only live 20 minutes 
away, and the only reason | found Clarke 
was a tiny little article in the Telegraph 
Herald. | wish they would have given us one 
year to recruit and then made their deci- 
sion based on those enrollment figures.” 

Junior nursing major Karen Connolly 
voiced a fear that she says many of her 
fellow students share. ‘‘How is this going 
to look on my resume when | try to get a 
job or get into grad’ school? | don’t know 
if | want to tell anyone | came from a pro- 
gram that only lasted 10 years and folded. 
| don’t really care about national trends or 
other schools closing. What happens if in 
the next five years people lose interest in 
computer science?” 

As far as national trends go, Berg said, 
“Since when did Clarke start following 
trends? | came here because | thought 
Clarke was more interested in setting 
them.” 

Dunn stressed that no other programs 
would be affected. The money from the 
nursing budget will be reallocated to 
strengthen the academic programs in 
psychology, sociology and social work, in 
response to growing interest in these areas 
by current and prospective students. 

Nursing Department Chair Joyce Rober- 
son was unavailable for comment. 








Other board decisions 

* A priority for the college will be 
the construction of a sports and 
recreation complex. A report will be 
made at the January meeting on 
fund-raising possibilities. No ground- 
breaking date has been set. Con- 
struction will begin immediately ona 
jogging-fitness track around the 
campus. 

* A draft of the master plan of the 
college, drawn up by The Durrant 
Group, Inc., of Dubuque, was ac- 
cepted. The plan will be submitted to 
the city in the near future. The 
master plan outlines the campus and 
the physical needs for the next 10 
years. 

* In continuing dedication of the 
college to state-of-the-art technology 
across the campus and curriculum, 
$75,000 over and above the current 
budget was designated this fiscal 
year for the purchase of equipment, 
including special equipment for 
molecular biology; Macintosh com- 
puters for the art department for 
graphic design; the on-line circula- 
tion system for the library; off- 
campus access to the library catalog; 
and increased networking across 
campus with the new IBM mainframe 
computer.

All-America team member, 
recounts the cultural aspects

Oma in collegiate athletics can 
be a dream for some and for others, a reali- 
ty. But how many ever get the chance to 
play collegiate basketball overseas? 

Well, for one Clarke athlete that dream 


became reality. Wayne Glenn, a junior’ 


communication major from Chicago, Ill., 
who will begin his third basketball season 
at Clarke, spent part of his summer travel- 
ing to Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Russia. 

After compiling a season of notable 
statistics last year, the National Little Col- 
lege Athletic Association (NLCAA) chose 
Glenn and nine other top athletes to repre- 
sent the United States on the All-America 
team. 

On May 26, 1988, Glenn headed for 
Virginia to meet the rest of the team. The 
team was to spend two days practicing 
before an 11¥2-hour flight to Russia. 

When the team arrived in Russia, they 
visited Moscow, Red Square Park, the 
Kremlin, Gorky Park and other sites. While 
touring, they were advised to always wear 
their U.S.A. team jackets so they could be 
identified as U.S. basketball players. 

According to Glenn, there were many ad- 
vantages to wearing them. ‘‘When we went 
to McDonalds in Sweden, a Big Mac, large 
fries and a coke cost $22.
